In an extract from the Colambus (Ohlo)
Journal, whigh. we republished in Friday's
Times, the editor driws atlention Lo some re-
markable facts conneoted with the German
immigration, He says it has probably ssoaped
general  obzervation how large an  inoreass
there lias been in the numbier of this olass of
new-comers sinoe the aceession of Aunsirian
territory by Prussin. The Columbus emigrant
agent’'s report states that the inorease isin
‘;rmt part cansed Ly the fact that the Garmans
worn under Auostrian rule refuse to serve in
the Prussisn militia, from which that army is
recruited. They prefer rather to emigrate.
This iden, indead, is borne ont by the faot that
nearly all the emigrants for the past six
months have been young men, very fow
women coming with them. The editor of the
Columbug Journal farther states that for
the gix months ending July 1, 21,478 emi-
grants have reached that city, seeking homes
in the fertile Wost, against 12,99 for the same
time in 1860, showing an inorease of 8500,
The arrivals for the six months of this year
wore as follows:—January, 1447; Fabraary,
1299, March, 1075; April, 3,690; May, 3524,
June, 437, The majority of these emigrants,
wa are told, are from Prussia and Hanover.
All of them, even the Prossians, do not like
their Government. ‘I do mot remember,"

| aays a correspondent of the Journal, *that in

any lormer year so many people have arrived
from (lermany who were possessed of means
and designed making permanent ssttlement."’

These are facts of a very significant kind, in
a political as well asin an industrial sense,
They show that the gigantio diplomatio and
military enterprise which has given unity to
Northern Germany; which has raised Prossia
to the foremost rank among nations; which has
resulted in the establishment of what is called
a constitutional and consolidated Government
over twenty-eight millions of Germans—has at
the same time had the effect of making the
new system more oppressive and unbearabla
to vast bodies of the most intelligent people of
Germany than the former mixed order of
things, with it endless variety of petty duke-
doms, principalities, exactions, and small
tyrannies. The .statistios show, moreovaer,

| that, nnsettled as is the political, indastrial,

and financial condition of atfairs hers, the most

intelligent people of Central Europs are at- |

tracted by our institutions far mora than they
ever wera at any period prior to the Rebellion.
They have all along been the natoral and
steadfast enemies of slavery. The political

Ohio, in linois, in Wisconsin, in Missouri, or
even in Texas, has always been oast on the
side of freedom. And no class of our foreign-
born population take more kindly or more
thoroughly to the state of things in their
adopted country, or contribute more to our
industrial strength.
